It is bd Leved that there is only one suprene 
headquarters for the Soviet troops in Pomerania and Silesia, namely 
the Yq Uorthern Group of Forces, which remained in Liecnitz after 
the reassignment of Marshal Nokosovski, There is a possibility that 
the group headquarters is the Hq Sixty-Fifth Army or the Hq Seventh 
Mecs army. ‘This headquarters presumably controls all Soviet troops 
in Silesia and Pomerania. The present report on ialdenburg may have 
originated at an earlicr tine or may have been basalon the assumption 
that an army headquarters was once located in Waldenburg, Civilian 
refugees reported | —sthat Soviet motorized infantry troops 

of about regimental strength were stationed in Bunzlau. 

The troops may have belonged to an unidentified motorized rifle division( 
which is believed to be stationed in the Neuhammer-Sprottau-Bunglau area, 
Yo previous infornation on Soviet troops in Goldberg has been received, 
Soviet in Sehweidnitz were last reported on 25 feptenber 19,9.
